- Phrenſies are divided into true or ſpurious ; the 


former has an Apoſtemation of the Brain, and the 


latter has not; the former is attended with wor- 
fer Symptoms than the latter; as great Thirſt 
and Fever, with extream dryneſs of the Tongue 
and Mouth, wirh violent ravings, all which are 
more remiſs in a ſpurious Phrenſie. 1 | 
The cauſe is from hot, and as it were fiery 
Spirits in the Brain, or from an Efferveſcency of the 
Blood, and its too rapid Motion, in the Minute 
Blood veſſels of the Brain, and Meninges, which 
cauſes Watchſulneſs and Delirium, by breeding hot

and the next day after ſhe was purged with Crato's 
Pills of Amber, which cur'd her; but ſhe being Ob.

Cold, I adviſed to a Seton in the Neck, which 
was made and continued eleven Weeks, during 
which time ſhe was nor troubled with her uſual De-

Of the Small- POox and Meaſles. 


HE Small-Pox are Cuticular Eruptions, which 
in few days Suppurare, and are attended with 
a Fever, - 

The Meaſles are ſmall Red Cuticular Eruptions, 
which vaniſn in few days, by Tranſpiration, wich. 
out Suppuration. | | 
The Signs which ſhew the Small- Pex are coming, 
are a ſmall Cold Shivering, ſucceeded by a flow 
Fever, Pain of the Back and Loins, wich a dull 
Heavyneſs of the whole Body, a Pain of the Head, 
and Watery Redneſs of the Eyes, wich a dry Cough, 
and a vehement quick and hard Pulſe; chere are 
ſomerimes Epileptick or Convulſive Fits, eſpecially 
in Children before the Eruption; the Voice is Hoarſe; 
ſometimes there is a bleeding at Noſe, or Vomir- 
ring with a difficulty of Breathing ; Nights are reſt. 
leis; ſometimes Blood is piſſed ; otherwiſe the U- 
rine is ſometimes Clear, and ſometimes Muddy, 
which ſettles to the bottom; theſe, or moſt ot 
theſe Symptoms having laſted two, three, or four 
days, ſmall Red Pimples infeſt the Skin, and as they 

row regularly large, the fierce Symproms abare, and 

ome go quite off, but the Fever and Hoarſeneſs 
moſt times continue all the Illneſs, but of a Milder 
Nature than they were of, before the Eruption. 
It theſe Pimples vaniſh by inſenſible Tranſpiration, 
without Suppuration in five, ſeven or nine days, 
tis called the Meaſfes; but if the Pimples grow 
larger, and the Fever continues, and there be a dark 
Red, or Livid Colour round them, the Points grow- 
ing White with Matter, which in time dry away, tis 
the Small · Pox. | 1

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The Cauſe is a Malignant Quality, contracted 
the Fzetus in the Womb, which es hid in — 
Body, till it be ſtirred up, by a Contagious Air, 
or an infected Perſon. | 

There is great hopes of doing well, when the 
Symptoms ceaſe, or ar leaſt abate their Fury : 
the Eruption. If they break out ſpetdily and — 
tifully, being ſeparare from each other, and large, 
ſoft, pointed ar the Top, and Suppurate eaſie, ard 
decline by the ninth, eleventh, or fourteenth day, 
there is no danger. A Looſneſs, or violent Heomor- 
rhage of Blood, happening upon the Eruption, is 
dangerous. The Small- Pox are oftner Mortal than 
the Meaſles. The Small- Pox is more dangerous to 
Old than Young People. They are ever ſuſpected 
as Mortal, or at leaſt dangerous when they ſtrike in, 
irregularly for want of Hear to keep them our, from 
an Internal Deſect; or is return in from Exter- 
nal Cold, or drinking Cold Liquors, or the like 
they may prove Mortal, if timel relief- be not gi. 
en to bring chem out again; if rhe Fever returns a 
ſreſh with Convulſrons, or Tremor's, Death will not be 
put off; bur if with the Fever, Epileptick Fits, ot 
Convul ſions ſeize before, and ceaſe upon the Erupti- 
on, tis not dangerous. A difficulcy of Breathing, 
with a Hoarſnieſs, Quinſies, Pleuriſies, Dyſenteries, 
Nc. is Mortal, the greater the difficulty of Breath- 
ing after the Eruption, the greater the danger. The 
Small- ox happening in a Phlegmatick Conſtituti- 
on proves Mortal, ſomerimes for want of ſufficient 
Heat, to expel the Morbid Humours, and promote 
Suppuration. Bleeding at Noſe, in Plethorick Con- 
ſtitutions, in rhe beginning is nor dangerous; but 
if it happen after the Eruption, it may prove Fa- 
tal, by weakening the Natural Heat, thereby caufing 
an irregular ſtriking in of the puftles, before they 
are duly ſuppurated. If che Small Pox ſtrike in unſea- 


ſonably from any cauſe whatever, and if a great diffi- 


culty of Breathing, witch an Augmentation of the other 
Symptoms happening thereupon, you may boldly Pro-

Firſt, As a Cold Regimen often proves fatal, by 
hindering the Eruption, ſo. likewiſe an over hot one 
1s dangerous, becauſe ir ofren produces high Fevers, 
Pbrenſies, &c. therefore a moderation muſt be ufed, 
but with this difference; that in Phlegmatick Con- 
ſtitutions, and where Native Heat is Weak, a Hort- 
ter Regimen is required, to promote the Expulſion 
of the Morbid Humours, and to ſupply the Defect 
of Natural Hear. But in Sanguine or Cholerick 
Confſtiturions, and in thoſe whoſe Innate Heat is 
ſtrong, a moderate cooling Regimen is to be uſed, 
more People die through a too hot Regimen, than 
rhrough a moderate one, I allow a Cold Air, 
and drinking Cold Liquors,  &'c. to be Hurtful, but 
by ſnuning this Rock Scylla, many People by giving 
Hot Liquors, and Cordials, and keeping the party 
too Hot, falls into the Gulf Charybdis. 


. Secondly, Blood - letting is ever Mortal, in a Cold 
'Phlegmarick Conſtitution, or where Native Heat is 
Weak; but in a Plethorick Conſtitution, and where 
the Fever is like to boil High, and if it threaten 
the Head, bleeding is then extream neceſſary, but 
it muſt be celebrated in the beginning, before the E- 
ruption, but if great Malignity atrends, bleeding 
muſt be omitted, whatever Symptoms demand it.

| Seventhly, A too great medly of Remedies do 
more Hurt than for we often ſee many Peo- 
ple recover by the help of a good careful Nurſe, 
without any, or at leaſt but very few Medicines, 
and even thoſe are mean and fimple, and yer are 
crowned with Succeſs, when Multitudes of Medi- 
cines, and long Preſcriptions of framed. Practitio-

Eighthly, The Cure muſt be varied according tothe 
Conſtitution of the Party, for a Sanguine one re- 
quires a different way of Treatment from that of 
a Phlegmatick one, and for want of this Caution 
many have died Victims to upſtart Ignorance. 


Ninthly; After the Small-pox or Meaſles are dry'd 
aud gone, tis neceflary to give two or three Purges

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at a convenient diſtance of time from each other, 
to carry off the Dregs of the Diſeaſe, which if left 
behind; would cauſe the Itch, King's-evil, Cachexia's, 
Rheumatiſm; ot ſome other deplorable Diſeaſe. 


Theſe cautionary Precepts being premiſed, proceed 
thus; firſt order a thin Diet, as Caudle, Warergruel, 
Barly- roth, and the like, avoiding all Fleſh, and 
their Broth 31 but in cafe of a Looſneſs, Rice- 
milk may be uſed. Wine is hurcful, and ſo are all

king, and ſometimes Spots appear in the Body, the 
Fever will not yield to the things which are uſed in 
ſimple Fevers, it being of a more ſtubborn and un- 
ruly Nature, the Pulſe is unequal, and very Low, 
Urine is not fo High- coloured as in ſimple Fevers, 
ſomerimes there are Convulſions, Deliriums, &c. 

The Cauſe are either a Coagulation of che Blood 
and Humours, or a too great Diſſolution of them, 
either of which may be cauſed from an infe Tous 
Air, which may create a Coagulation, or Diſſolution 
of rhe Blood, according as the Humours are pre.

This is a very dangerous Diſeaſe, and often kills 
in little time, efpecially if one falſe ſtep be made 
in the Cure, and often times when every thing 
looks with a favourable Aſpect, the Patient ſudden- 
ly dies, If the Party catch at imaginary * 
Gnats, &c. or pick the Bed - clotchs, tis a Sign 
Death. An unequal quick and weak Pulſe is a bad 
Sign; on the contrary, an equal and large Pulſe is a 
favourable Sign, notwithſtanding the other Sym- 
ptoms ſeems to ſpeak to the contrary. If the Hands 
tremble much, when the Pulſe is felt, che Diſeaſe 
doth moſt commonly end in Death, eſpetially if 
there be a foul Tongue, a Ghaſtly Countenance, 
with the Eyes ſunk into the Head.
